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PREFACE 


The  Alberta  Bureau  of  Statistics  will  release  the  annual  Alberta 
Economics  Accounts.  1988  publication  later  this  year.  This  report, 
the  preliminary  release  of  the  consolidated  tables,  is  provided  to 
users  who  require  more  timely  indicators  as  to  how  the  economy 
performed  in  1988.  Since  these  are  preliminary  estimates, 
revisions  will  occur  when  final  data  become  available. 

We  have  changed  the  methodology  used  to  deflate  some  of  the 
components  of  the  expenditure  account.  The  most  significant 
revision  was  in  the  estimation  of  constant  dollar  exports  of  oil 
and  gas.  We  now  use  weighted  average  export  prices  for  oil  and  gas 
rather  than  separate  prices  for  exports  to  the  rest  of  Canada  and 
the  rest  of  the  world.  This  change  lowered  our  constant  dollar 
estimates  of  exports  and  GDP  considerably  for  the  years  1982  to 
1987  from  our  previously  published  numbers.  However,  it  is  felt 
that  this  new  method  more  accurately  depicts  the  contribution  to 
GDP  of  oil  and  gas  exports  under  deregulated  prices.  Other 
methodological  changes  are  identified  in  the  introduction.

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INTRODUCTION 


This  report  contains  summary  tables  detailing  Alberta's  economic 
production  in  1988  as  measured  by  preliminary  estimates  of  gross 
domestic  product  (GDP) . The  tables  include  preliminary  estimates 
of  GDP  and  its  components  for  both  the  income  and  expenditure 
accounts.  We  also  have  included  tables  showing  constant  dollar 
estimates  of  the  expenditure  account,  implicit  price  indexes,  and 
gross  domestic  product  by  industry  as  well  as  year-over-year 
percent  changes  for  each  of  the  tables.  As  noted  in  the  preface, 
final  data  will  be  released  later  this  year  with  the  publication, 
Alberta  Economic  Accounts.  1988. 

As  ongoing  users  are  aware,  estimates  of  economic  accounts  data 
are  subject  to  revisions  for  three  or  four  years  prior  to  the 
current  year  since  some  data,  such  as  those  based  on  detailed 
surveys  or  tax  related  information,  are  not  finalized  until  several 
years  after  the  reference  year.  In  calculating  the  1988  estimates, 
we  have  also  changed  the  methodology  used  to  deflate  exports  of 
oil  and  gas,  investment  in  machinery  and  equipment,  residential 
construction  and  imports.  The  most  significant  change  was  to 
exports,  where  we  now  use  weighted  average  export  prices  for  oil 
and  gas  rather  than  separate  prices  for  exports  to  the  rest  of 
Canada  and  the  rest  of  the  world.  This  change  more  accurately 
reflects  the  contribution  to  GDP  of  oil  and  gas  exports  in  a 
deregulated  environment.  The  effect  was  to  lower  constant  dollar 
estimates  for  exports  and  GDP  considerably  for  1982  to  1988. 
Another  revision  made  was  to  the  deflator  for  the  alterations  and 
improvements  portion  of  residential  construction.  A new  deflator 
for  computers  was  incorporated  into  the  constant  dollar  estimates 
for  machinery  and  equipment,  and  imports. 

The  narrative  and  explanatory  notes  presented  in  this  report  are 
condensed  in  comparison  to  the  annual  publication.  Readers  are 
encouraged  to  consult  the  annual  Alberta  Economic  Accounts 
publication  for  more  complete  information  on  concepts  and 
methodology  as  well  as  more  detailed  information  on  the  different 
sectors  of  the  Alberta  economy. 
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THE  ALBERTA  ECONOMY  IN  1988 


Preliminary  estimates  indicate  that  the  Alberta  economy  showed 
strong  growth  in  1988.  Gross  domestic  product  (GDP),  which 
measures  the  total  value  of  production  in  the  province,  jumped  by 
6.4%  to  reach  a level  of  $62.6  billion  (current).  When  measured 
in  real  terms  (constant  1981  dollars)  the  growth  was  even  higher 
with  a jump  of  8.7%.  The  higher  constant  dollar  growth  reflects 
a 2%  decline  in  the  GDP  implicit  price  index  as  the  export  prices 
for  oil  and  gas  declined  during  the  year. 

The  main  sources  of  growth  on  the  expenditure  side  of  the  accounts 
were  increased  business  investment  in  new  machinery  and  equipment, 
which  grew  by  30.3%  in  current  dollars  and  new  non-residential 
construction,  which  jumped  by  22.3%.  Combined  with  the  14.8% 
increase  in  residential  construction,  total  business  gross  fixed 
capital  formation  showed  its  highest  rate  of  growth  since  1981  with 
an  increase  of  23.5%.  However,  government  capital  formation 
declined  by  5.5%  resulting  in  a total  increase  of  19.4%  in  total 
gross  fixed  capital  formation. 

The  most  significant  increase  on  the  income  account  was  for  accrued 
net  income  of  farm  operators,  which  reached  a record  level  of 
almost  $1.3  billion,  85.8%  higher  than  the  1987  value.  The  farm 
income  portion  of  this  total  increased  by  65%  as  a result  of  farm 
cash  receipts  increasing  faster  than  operating  expenses. 
Furthermore,  farmers  in  Alberta  were  not  affected  as  much  by  the 
drought  which  hit  western  Canada  and  were  able  to  add  to 
inventories  rather  than  deplete  them.  The  adjustment  on  grain 
transactions,  which  accounts  for  payments  made  by  the  Canadian 
Wheat  Board,  jumped  from  $27  million  in  1987  to  $186  million  in 
1988. 

Other  Highlights  of  the  Expenditure  Account 

Personal  Expenditure  on  goods  and  services  grew  by  7.1%  in 
current  dollars,  its  highest  rate  of  growth  in  three  years.  In 
constant  dollars,  the  level  of  consumer  expenditures  grew  by 
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4.5%.  This  was  a big  improvement  over  the  small  (0.3%)  level 
of  growth  attained  in  1987. 

Government  current  expenditure,  which  measures  the  level  of 
current  operating  expenditures  for  all  levels  of  government, 
increased  by  7.4%  in  current  dollars  (3.3%  real).  This  level 
of  growth  was  considerably  more  than  the  modest  growth  of  the 
last  couple  of  years  and  was  mainly  caused  by  increased 
expenditures  at  the  local  level  due  to  the  hosting  of  the  1988 
Winter  Olympics  by  the  City  of  Calgary. 

Final  domestic  demand  (FDD) . the  sum  of  personal  and  government 
expenditures  plus  business  investment,  grew  by  10.2%  in  current 
dollars.  This  was  its  highest  rate  of  growth  since  1981.  In 
constant  dollars,  FDD  jumped  8.5%. 

Total  exports  declined  marginally  (-0.1%)  during  the  year.  This 
was  due  to  the  value  of  oil  exports  declining  substantially 
reflecting  the  decline  in  prices.  The  decrease  in  oil  exports 
offset  increased  values  of  natural  gas,  live  animals,  grains  and 
manufactured  goods  exported.  Exports  in  constant  (1981)  dollars 
grew  by  9.5%  since  the  volumes  of  both  oil  and  gas  exported 
increased. 

With  the  components  of  Final  domestic  demand  increasing  by  over 
10%,  the  value  of  imports  jumped  by  11%  during  the  year. 
Coupled  with  the  small  decline  in  exports,  Alberta's  trade 
surplus  in  current  dollars  fell  from  $4.5  billion  in  1987  to 
$2.4  billion  in  1988. 

The  value  of  physical  change  in  inventories  increased  from  $288 
million  in  1987  to  $436  million  in  1988.  This  increase  was 
mainly  the  result  of  increased  grain  prices  as  farm  inventories 
jumped  from  $48  million  in  1987  to  $186  million  in  1988. 

other  Highlights  of  the  Income  Account 

The  growth  rate  for  wages  and  salaries  was  7.0%  in  1988,  almost 
double  the  growth  in  1987. 


After  increasing  by  over  30%  in  1987  to  partially  recover  from 
the  big  decline  registered  in  1986,  corporation  profits  again 
declined  in  1988;  this  time  by  over  8%,  mainly  as  a result  of 
the  lower  prices  for  oil  and  natural  gas. 

- Interest  and  miscellaneous  investment  income  grew  by  11.7%  after 
two  consecutive  years  of  decline.  This  increase  was  mostly  the 
result  of  increased  investment  income  of  both  governments  and 
persons . 

Indirect  taxes  increased  by  7.1%  while  subsidies  declined  by 
12.7%. 

The  following  tables  present  detailed  data  for  the  components  of 
GDP  in  current  and  constant  dollars  along  with  their  annual  growth 
rates.  Tables  9 and  10  provide  data  on  GDP  by  industry  at  factor 
cost.  Historical  data  for  1961  to  1979  are  unchanged  from  the  1987 
Alberta  Economic  Accounts  and  are  available  on  ASIST  or  by  request.
